To facilitate reference to the contents of this Journal, and to make it a more 
convenient record of the work of the Institute, the Council has authorised the 
following amendment of its form :— 

Each volume of the Jovrnal will henceforth contain the papers presented to 
the Institute between January and December of the calendar year; and the 
President's Address, delivered at the Annual Meeting in January, will form the 
introduction to each volume. 

Consequently the latter part of Vol. XXIX (= Vol. II of the new royal 
octavo series) contained only those papers which were presented before the end of 
1899; while Vol. XXX (= Vol. III of the new series) contains those which are 
presented between January and December, 1900; and opens with the President’s 
Address delivered in January, 1900. 

For convenience of reference, also, greater prominence is given to the number 
of a volume in continuation of the old series, than to its number in the new 
(royal octavo) series. Thus the current volume is described as Vol. XXX 
(= New Series, Vol. III). 
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
